uils, people are, or may be, constantly employ- 


->d, at some price, much of a lawyer's time is 
pent in talking, writing, and studying, for which 
10 direct charge can be made to any one. 
In- 


deed, the time spent by a lawyer of any consid- 
erable practice, in hearing the complaints and 
excuses of parties—in making receipts and mem- 


randas—and in giving gratuitous advice to those 
who are unable or unwilling to pay for it, would 
amount to weeks in every year—and no small 
)art of all these gratuitous services are rendeied 


,o the very men who traduce and villity the pro- 
:ession. Besides all this, there is a world of care, 
;abor, responsibility, and anxiety, in commenc- 
ing, watching, maturing, and consummating, le- 
gal business, of which lhe mass of mankind 
know comparatively nolhing, and care less.— 
When all these things are duly considered, il 
will be found, that instead of being too high, the 
compensation given for legal services in this 
State, is not what it should be—especially when 
it is recollected that a considerable porlion of a 
lawyer's earnings is never paid this side the 


.rjave 


And as to the supposed sudden accumulation 


of wealth Irom the earnings of legal practice, it 
is all a delusion. So far as our knowledge ex- 
tends, and our opportunities have been consid- 
erable, there is not one lawyer in ten, through- 
out the State, whether young or old, who has, 
solely by his profession, accumulated a property 
of five tliousond dollars—a sum which many 
young merchants, without education or capital, 
lave acquiied in one half the time that the law- 
yers have been in practice. The lawyer who 
occupies a good house, wears a decent suit of 
.lollies, and when business or health requires it, 
uses a respectable riding establishment, from a 
Livery Stable, is often deemed rich by a super" 
iicial observer, when in point of fact, he is real- 
ly poor, and scarcely able to pay the quarterly 
rent of" his own hired house." These positions 
are corroborated by the 
frequent instances ol 


lawyers being obliged to leave the profession and 
go into other more lucrative pursuits in order to 
maintain their families—as well as by those nu- 
merous cases in which old and respected Law- 
yers have gone down to their graves in poverty. 


These facls being indispulable, whence arises 


the uncharitable presuinplion,lhat lawyers musl 
be more selfish and corrupt than other men ?— 
The Iheory of our goverment and lhe genius ol 
our institutions, are all based upon the universal 
maxim, that intelligence and virtue are twin sis- 
ters, and lhat ignorance and vice go hand in 
hand. If this be a correct principle, and few 
will deny it, lhe fair presumption is, that lawyers 
and other educated men, are more generally vir- 
tuous, disinterested, and philanthropic, than the 
uneducated mass, 
it is true, that the intelli- 


gent are not always virtuous—nor the ignorant 
always vicious—but reason 
and observation 


teach us that the probabilities are as three to one 
in favor of such results 
And hence it is lhat 


inteligent travelers fiom abroad, always judge 
of the intellectual, social, and moral elevation of 
a country, from the number, characler, and pat- 
ronage of its literary and professional men.
